Remains of Veteran Showman 
Laid in Final Resting Place 


On Lookout Mountain, Twenty- 
One Miles West of Denver 


Cody Memorial Association 
Will Erect Monument 


Denver, June 4.—The body of Wm. 
F. Cody, scout, pioneer trail blazer and 
veteran showman, was buried Sunday 
afternoon, June 3, on Lookout Moun- 
tain, twenty-one miles west of the city 
of Denver. The casket was taken from 
Denver, where the remains of the 
noted Knight of Western civilization 
had lain since his death last January, 
at noon. During the’day it is esti- 
mated that 30,000 persons traveled on 
foot, in motor cars and with horses to 
the grave of “Buffalo Bill.’"” The cere- 
monies were under the auspices of the 
Golden City Lodge, No. 1, A. F. & A. 
M., on request of Colonel Cody’s home 
lodge of North Platte, Neb. 

At 1 p.m. Mrs. Cody, widow of the 
deceased scout, expressed the wish that 
the body be viewed by the throng on 
the summit of Lookout Mountain. For 
more than two hours 10,000 persons 
passed by the bier. There were griz- 
zled pioneers, veterans of our wars, 
old women, children and persons of 
every estate and _ profession. It 
seemed as if the old showman and 
trail blazer had fallen asleep, for 
death had smoothed his forehead and 
his eyes were closed plainly as if they 
housed a pleasant dream. At 3:30 
p.m. the Masonic ceremonies were con- 
ferred. The body was lowered in the 
granite crypt and then a military 
salute of eleven guns for a departed 
brigadier general was fired. Taps 
were blown and the stars and stripes 
were raised to the top of a flagstaff 
that stands near the tomb. 

The funeral was spectacular and 
filed with romantic environment. The 
burial of this true Westerner seemed 
as a bridge spanning the stream that 
divides the frontier and civilization. 
Scores of men and women, old and 
young, came from many distant points 
of the United States to the place where 
Buffalo Bill was given his last resting 
place.

BARNUM-BAILEY 


CIRCUS CAUGHT 
IN TORNADO AT 
UNIONTOWN, PA. 


One Killed and Many Injured 
When Big Top Goes Down 


Other Tents Also Laid Fiat, 
Causing $25,000 Damage 


Disaster Occurred as Matinee 
Was About To Begin 


Uniontown, Pa., June 2.—One wom- 
an was killed and at least fifty others 
injured, two seriously, Friday after- 
noon when a miniature tornado lifted 
the big top off the Barnum & Bailey 
Circus, under which thousands were 
seated awaiting the pageant, Aladdin 
and His Wonderful Lamp, to open the 
show. - Several other tents were 
also blown down. 

The damage was estimated at $25,- 
600, which does not include the loss 
of the day’s receipts. No performance 
was given in Uniontown. 

The crowd had been seating in the 
big top for some time and the band 
was playing when the tornado, a fun- 
nel-shaped cloud of black, appeared 
in the sky. Up flapped the corners of 
the canvas as if they were of paper. 
Down they went and again they were 
sucked up by the wind, this time car- 
rying them over the north side of the 
arena. Back again swayed the can- 
vas, and the poles crashed down upon 
the panic-stricken crowd. 

Then another gust of wind, then 
down came everything, some tiers of 
seats, the poles and water-soaked 
canvas. Elephants, herded in the 
menagerie tent adjoining the big top, 
began a stampede, but were quickly 
quelled. Their trumpeting, combined 
with the shrieks of frantic women and 
children, made a perfect bedlam, which 
lasted for half an hour or more. 

The show did not get under way to 
Fairmont, W. Va., until ten o'clock 
this morning, where it exhibited today. 
The big top was practically demol- 
ished, but the circus carried a second 
tent to meet emergencies such as the 
disaster here. 

Many attachments were issued 
against the show Friday evening, but 
it was allowed to proceed to Fairmont 
when Attorney Linn V. Phillips, local 
counsel for the American Casualty Co., 
said all valid claims would be adjusted 
within a few days. 

A representative of the Ringling 
Brothers is expected here next week 
to adjust the claims. 

The first section of the show didn’t 
get into Uniontown from McKeesport, 
where it suffered a blowdown Thurs- 
day night, until $8 o’clock Friday

THAN 25 GENTS 
WILL BE TAXED 


Finance Committee Votes To 
Exempt Small Exhibitor 


Vaudeville and Stock Houses 
Will Have To Pay Tax 


Theatrical Managers Expected 
To Fight Discrimination 


New York, June 4.—Motion picture 
theaters charging an admission of 
twenty-five cents or less are exempt 
from the proposed Federal revenue 
taxation, as the result of action by the 
Senate Finance Committee at Wash- 
ington late last week. Whether it was 
the presence in the national capital of 
President William A. Brady of the Na- 
tional Association of the Motion Pic- 
ture Industry, together with a delega- 
tion of heads of the film industry, or 
whether the Senate committee really 
was actuated in its motives by consid- 
eration for the “poor man,” the fact 
remains that it lopped off all forms of 
taxation against this type of picture 
theater, even exceeding the most 
sanguine hopes of the protesters to 
taxation. The small-time vaudeville 
or stock shows which charge ten, fif- 
teen, twenty or twenty-five cents ad-.

OPTIMISM PREVAILS AMONG ~ 
LEADING THEATRICAL MANAGERS 


Current New York and Chicago Attractions Play- 
ing to Good Business—Producers Inclined To 
Believe That War Will Have Little Effect 
on Next Season’s Business 


New York, June 4.—Show business 
thruout the East and Middle West, 
especially with reference to the week 
stands, is in a still pretty healthy 
shape, in spite of the war and the on- 
rush of the summer season, according 
to observations made by one who has 
just returned to Broadway after a 
brief trip thru the central portion of 
the country. In New York, of course, 
the shows that are still running, espe- 
cially the musical attractions and one 
or two of the big dramatic successes, 
are meeting with most encouraging 
results. 

The same condition applies in Chi- 
cago, where the few big shows now 
running have been playing to prac- 
tically capacity business, despite which 
several of the shows in the Windy City 
concluded their engagements last 
Saturday night. Several of the shows 
now in Chicago seem destined for an 
all-summer run, among them the 
Winter Garden’s Show of Wonders, 
running at the Palace, and Frank Kee- 
nan, in The Pawn, at the Princess. All 
shows did turnaway business on Deco- 
ration Day not only in Chicago, but 
in the other big cities of the country, 
according to advices received on 
Broadway. 

The one-night stands are practically 
thru for the season. There are very 
few shows now on tour, and they are 
playing only the larger cities and 
towns. A number of the legitimate 
houses which play road attractions 
during the regular season have either 
been closed for the summer or have 
adopted a picture and vaudeville pol- 
icy for the warm months. :

WHAT CHAS. LESTER 


, Has To Say on Proposed Tax on 
i Amusements 


Charles Lester, tent showman, has written 
The Billboard the following letter relative to 
the proposed tax on theaters and amusements: 

“Have noted in the daily press that sufficient 
pressure has been brought to bear upon the 
Senate Finance Committee by the picture inter- 
ests to the proposed tax on theaters having an 
admission of ten cents withdrawn and that thea- 
ters asking a higher admission will be required 
to contribute the 10 per cent tax. 

“I don’t believe, among showmen and theat- 

rical managers who are bound to assess a higher 
rate of admission than ten cents, that there 
would be the slightest objection to this proposed 
tax if favoritism was entirely eliminated and 
all treated fairly. It is needless to express the 
assumption that we are all engaged in the busi- 
ness for a livelihood and whatever profit may 
accrve to us—be it a nickel or a dollar proposi- 
tion. 
“Apparently thru superior organization and af- 
filiation with big financial interests the ‘picture 
business’ has succeeded in escaping political 
brigandage, and the buck has been passed to the 
purveyors of legitimate amusement to bear the 
brunt of the Federal assessments. 

“The point I wish to make and impress upon 
managers thruout the country—especially those 
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engaged in the tent stock business—is this: If 
the business or profession is of sufficient conse- 
quence to command the attention of the Govern- 
ment as a revenue raising source it should have 
devised some sort of municipal tax collecting sys- 
tem regulated by the Government, placing a max- 
imum thereon which a municipality could col- 
lect. This, as I see it, should come within the 
jusisdiction of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and adjudicated as interstate trade. 

“As it now is, and has been developing for 
several years, the license in towns and medium 
sized cities, thru the instigation and misrepresen- 
tation of local picture house managers, has been 
elevated to an extortionate and prohibitive rate. 
The object of the picture theater managers is 
obvious—to control the local amusement situation 


attitude of fairness, There is but one way to 
get proper action and recognition, and that is 
for tent show managers to create a managerial 
association and contribute sufficient financial 
means either to carry their case to the courts or 
to gain proper influence with law-making bodies, 
where proper adjustment and redress can be 
gotten.”’ .

HOW THE IMMORTAL “DIXIE” 
CAME TO BE WRITTEN 
By ADELINE LEITZBACH AND WM. W. RAN- 
*DALL* 


“Songs may come and songs may go, but some 
live on forever,’’ is an old slogan that we hear 
about as often as some new song hit catches 
on, takes the public by storm for a Yew months, 
perhaps for a year or more, but eventually is 
relegated to the shelf and forgotten by all but 
the authors, the publishers and perhaps a few of 
the great mass of humanity we call “the 
public,”” to whom the song has made some es- 
pecial appeal. But there are the songs that 
never die, songs that are sung day after 
day and will be sung in future generations with 


Dan Emmett was born at Mt. Vernon, 0., in 
1815, and he died there in 1904. His grand- 
father, an Irish immigrant, fought for the Col- 
onists in the War of the revolution, and his 
father, an Indian agent, served in the War of 
1812, se there was fighting blood in Dan Emmett, 
and he entered the army, but after a short mili- 
tary career he joined a circus, and in 1840, with 
four associates, he formed the Virginia Min- 
strels, an organization supposedly popular in 
those days when the minstrel show was the 
thing in the way of entertainment. Later Em- 
mett joined Jerry Bryant’s Minstrels, and it 
was part of his contract that he was to com- 
pose a new ‘‘walk around,’’ to be sung at the 
close of the performance, whenever called upon 
to do so. Emmett had been writing some pretty 
good songs, and a great deal was expected

as much ardor as they are today, songs that call 
forth a message, that awaken something within 
us—eomething we cannot pame, yet know it 
exists, There are some such songs and among 
them Dixie must take its place in the foremost 
ranks, 


Dear old Dixie! It seeme to rouse the blood 
in us, it brings us to our feet, it makes us 
clap our bands, it brings tears to our eyes—why? 
Well—thbat’s jnst it, perbape if we knew the 
reason why it wouldn't be the immortal song 
it is. It keeps us guessing, it is an uncertain 
quantity, and after we've solved the problem we 
are no longer interested In it. We don't want 
to know the reason why, we're satisfied with 
Dixie just as it is. 


Once the battle song of the Confederacy, Dixie 
has become so popular that it is national; in 
fact, one bears it the world over. Its music is 
#0 contagiously appealing that it has become a 
song without words of universal appeal. 

There is scarcely a child who doesn’t know 
Dixie, but there are a,great many of us who do 
not even know who wrote the song, let alone 
still more who ever heard how it came to be 
written, and considering the popularity of the 
song ite history cannot fail to interest. And so, 
back to its history and how it came to be writ- 
ten. There was never any question that or- 
iginally Dixie was the work of Daniel Decatur 
Emmett, while he was a member of Jerry 
Bryant’s Minstrels. But we are getting ahead 
of our story. 


of him. While the company was playing in 
Bryant's Theater, then at 472 Broadway, New 
York, Jerry called upon Emmett to write a new 
“‘walk around’ in a hurry. Emmett was not 
in a song-writing mood; he delayed and delayed 
until the last minute, for no idea seemed to 
come to him, but suddenly an idea came to Em- 
mett. Whenever the cold weather set in up 
North the negro minstrels of the company would 
wish themselves back in Dixie, referring, of 
course, to the land south of Mason and Dixon's 
line. More than once Dan Emmett had heard 
some colored member of the company declare 
“I wish I was in Dixie,"’ and the remark gave 
him an idea for the song he had to write in a 
burry. He wrote it. Evidently Jerry Bryant 
was satisfied with it, for the company sang 
it for the first time on September 12, 1859, and 
it caught on at once. People hummed it on the 
streets, they sang it in their homes, and when 
the war broke out the men in gray gang it as 
they rallied ‘round their flag and marched upon 
the field of battle, and today the remnant of 
the army in gray and the last of the army in 
blue sing it at their reunions just as they 
sing the Star-Spangled Banner, and the boys 
in khaki sing it on their marches, and give 
the old song renewed life, and they'll sing it as 
long as the country of the blue and the gray 
stands united as a great world nation. Dixie 
did more to salve the feelings of the South and 
mend the breach between it and the North than 
a dozen volumes written for the purpose, or a 


hundred orators making wonderful ee 
could have done. 

When men sing together they sing in oul 
fellowsbip and friendship, not in enmity, and 
they'll always sing Dixie together. 

Daniel Emmett lived to see his song the most 
popular, next to The Star-Spangled Banner, of 
all the songs American writers turned out, 
and it must have been a decided gratification to 
him, in his old age (he was 89 when he died), 
to hear the song sung far and wide. He is 
said often to have expressed surprise at its 
lasting popularity, for to him it was one of his 
lesser efforts, but perhaps it is the smaller 
things that count the most and score the 
heaviest. Be that as it may, Dixie lives and 
will go on living forever. 

Emmett continued on the stage for many 
years, and wrote many songs, but Dixie oever- 
shadowed them ail. His last public appearance 
in 1890, in Ohio, marked the close of a busy 
career, but Dan Emmett, like many great men, 
died poor, and the pity of it all ie that while 
the product of hie brain lived the man himself 
was forgotten. For years his grave in the little 
cemetery at Mt. Vernon, 0., remained unmarked. 
It is true that several societies made efforts to 
raise sufficient money through subscription to 
erect a suitable memorial to the man who wrote 
Dixie, but their efforts failed. The public 
did not respond, and it remained for James 
Lewis Smith, a wealthy citizen and former 
theatrical manager of Ashtabula, 0., a gentle- 
man, by the way, who has erected several memo- 
rials at different places, to place a tablet to the 
memory of Daniel Emmett, the author of Dixie, 
upon his grave. Mr. Smith takes pardonable 
pride in the memorial thus erected to Dixie's 
author, but, after all, when all is said and done, 
the public pays Dan Emmett a greater tribute, 
greater than a monument of granite, greater 
than a niche fn the hall of fame, for it goes on 
singing his song, loving it, never tiring of it, 
welding together in perfect peace and harmony 
the North and the South, and cementing more 
firmly, perhaps by the memory of the terrible 
conflict Dixie must recall, the bonds of Dixie- 
land in the great republic of which she forms 
a vital part.

mission to their performances are not included 
in the exemption, and this may now bring 
about protestation from those engaged in this 

type of amusement purveying. 

The Senate Committee’s vote to exempt from 
taxation the picture theaters charging twenty 
five cents or less admission was carried by 
7 to 6, the amendment being offered by Hoke 
Smith of Georgia. Prior to this vote an amend- 
ment to exempt only the ten-cent and five- 
cent theaters had lost, the general sentiment 
being that pictures are the poor man’s eater- 
tainment and that he should not be taxed un- 
less he patronizes the theaters who exhibit 
their wares at a price in excess of ‘‘two bits."’ 

The committee, according to advices re- 
ceived by Broadway managers who have kept 
in close touch with the situation, made no 
changes in the proposed admission tax for so- 
ealled legitimate theaters, circuses, baseball 
games and other outdoor amusements, The 
committee meets again today and there is a 
bare possibility that some action on this type 
of amusement may yet be taken. It is known 
that the New York theater managers—those 
not included in the motion picture group—will 
vigorously fight any attempt of the Senate 
Committee to discriminate against them t!n 
favor of the picture managers, and a lons- 
drawn-out discussion is not at all improbable. 

The Senate Committee also decided to place 
a tax of one cent per linear foot upon all fin- 
ished motion picture films in lieu of the tar 
of one-half of one cent carried in the House 
bill upen all films. This change was made as 
a result of representations by motion picture 
companies that thousands of feet of film 
are spoiled or are rejected after being tried 
out and that these are of no value to them. 

The motion picture interests who have been 
fighting the proposed Federal taxation are 
quite elated over their success. While it is 
not their desire to shirk just taxation their 
protests were made primarily because, as the 
Senate Committee held, the pictures consti- 


tute the poor man’s entertainment and amuse-’ 


ment, and to place a tax upon the small piec- 
ture houses would mean to place an extra 
burden upon the poorer element who patronize 
this type of theater. 

It now seems reasonably certain that there 
will be no change in the tax on so-called $2 
shows, circuses and the big feature picture 
theaters. Whether or not the committee of 
the Senate will see fit to include the small 
vaudeville and combination theaters in the 
twenty-five-cent maximum exemption remains 
to be seen, New York showmen are hoping 
some such step will be taken.

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HARRY GOODWIN TELLS 
OF STERN'S SUCCESSES 


Expects Business To Be Even 
Better After Publication 
of New Songs 


New York, June 2.—W. Harry Goodwin, the 
apostle of publicity for Joseph W. Stern & 
Co,, the well-known music publishers, was sit- 
ting in his office looking over a pile of yet-to- 
be-answered iettere and new press clippings 
when The Billboard man of the song depart- 
ment looked in on him, Mr. Goodwin had just 
come back from a Decoration Day trip up 
New York State, 

The first question hurled at him was ‘‘How 
is business?’ Of course this is stock ques- 
tion No. 1 on the blank furnished by the Bro- 
mide Society’ for Interviewers. ‘‘Business is 
great,’ he ponded enthusiastically. 

It might be mentioned that business is al- 
ways great as far as this particular Goodwin 
is concerned. “It’s going to be even greater,’’ 
he added, ‘‘beczuse we're just adding to our 
catalog some of the biggest sure-thing num- 
bers you’ve ever heard.””’ We asked, ‘‘Are your 
new songs coming up to your expectations?’’ 
“Exceeding those expectations by a hundred 
miles,’ he told us, ‘‘For instance, there’s 
lily of the Valley. It sounds like old stuff to 
say it was written as a joke and then made a 
big hit. As a matter of fact we didn’t take 
it very seriously. However, it’s proving to be 
the biggest thing of its kind that ever hap- 
pened. I dare you to go anywhere and not 
hear it... We couldn’t take his dare. He's 
right. We said, ‘‘Broadway in general reports 
that the performers are ‘eating up’ your num- 
bers.”’ “You bet they are,’’ he returned, 
“and as soon as they realize the applause- 
getting possibilities of our very new songs 
they'll fairly gorge themselves. Under the 
present scheme of things merit is the only 
thing that counts in a song and we're taking 
good care that we don’t publish one single 
number that isn’t in the ‘get-up-and-get-over’ 
class.”’

Richard Pitrot, the international amusement 
explorer of New York City, has received the 
following letter from C. Severin, the French 
pantomimist, whom he imported to this country 
some years ago for William Morris, and who 
made such a big success here: 

Richard Pitrot, April 25, 1917. 
47 W. Twenty-eighth st., New York City: 

My Dear Pitrot—At the occasion of the alli- 
ance of United States for the just cause of 
humanity and liberty of people against barbar 
ism ani the unjust autocracy I can not resist 
the pleasure and the joy in writing you. 

Will you, my dear friend, be my interpreter, 
near all the Americans, and tell them that I 
have never forgotten the warm welcome they 
have given me at my performances, and tell 
all my friends, directors and associates that 
my heart peats of joy with them. 

At last the United States joins us for the 
just cause: it could not be otherwise; I had 
always hope; I was waiting. I know the United 
States and her people, and was sure they could 
not stay insensibly neutral before the injustice, 
the aggression, the crime. 

Hurrah for the United States! 

More than ever they are dear to me. You 
know, my dear friend, I could not stay insen- 
sible befere the unjust aggression. I engageu 
in the volunteer since the beginning of this 


war. I am fighting against crime. I do all I 
can, I have the honor to have been taken in 
the army and have been decorated with the 


cross of war. 

I beg you, my dear friend, to be my inter- 
preter near my friends and all the people of 
the United States and tell them that my joy 
shall be complete the day when I can come 
back and receive the applause of our American 
brothers, but that is only after the just victory 
aud if God's will keeps me safe in this war. 

Hurrah for the United States! Hurrah for 
her noble flag, purely starred like the sky! I 
enclose a brotherly kiss for you and also to all 
my brothers of America.

BOOST LIBERTY BOND SALE 


Entire Theatrical Machinery of United States This 
Week Turned Over to Patriotic Service— 
Plans Mapped Out at Big Meeting 
Held Recently in New York 


New York, June 2.—The great, nationwide 
Liberty Loan drive which is to swing across 
the country from New York to San Francisco 
and from the Great Lakes to the Gulf as a 
part of theatrical America’s contribution to 
war preparations opens up in earnest this 
week. 


The American stage in all its phases is to be 
turned over this week to the most virile cam- 
paign of its history, The war fund is to be 
swelled by a gigantic concerted effort in which 
all of the great theatrical interests are en- 
listed, and beginning this week the American 
stage in one vast sweep of patriotism will lend 
itself as a gigantic right band to Uncle Sam. 


Recognizing the value of publicity which the 
stage can give the cause in reaching every 
class of Americans plans were mapped out in 
New York last week for a mighty campaign 
of a week’s duration which would® spread its 
influence from the Atlantic to the Pacific in one 
inclusive effort to gather into the govern- 
ment’s coffers the public’s contribution to the 
immediate need for war funds by the United 
States. 


With the truest patriotism not only the or- 
ganizations which form the tracks on which 
the theatrical world runs, but the individual 
stars have offered their patriotic services, and 
the present week is dedicated to a patriotic 
demonstration which is expected to reap into 
the government coffers an enormous amount 
of money from people who have remained in- 
different to the appeals of the newspapers, 
but who will respond to the personal appeal of 
the theater. 

The wheels for the mammoth campaign be- 
gan turning last week with the meeting on 
Tuesday in the offices of Daniel Frohman, at 
which Mr. Frohman presided, and where repre- 
sentatives of the various branches of the 
amusement profession were gathered for dis- 
cussing the present government needs and the 
methods whereby the American stage can be 
of most belp. More than 100 representatives 
of the theatrical profession were present, 
which included both managers and delegates 
from the clubs having professional member- 
ship. The motion picture industry was not 
represented for the reason that special ar- 
rangements have been made whereby the Lib- 
erty Loan campaign will be waged independ- 
ently by this branch of the profession, ~ 

In so far as possible prominent stars will be 
used for making addresses at each perform- 
ance given this week in every city in the 
country. Where this is not practical special 
speakers will be used for outlining the Lib- 
erty Loan plan, supplied by the central com- 
mittee of the loan organization. A_ special 
committee of three who will look after 
speakers for the theaters of New York City 
was appointed, Its members are Howard 
Kyle, Sol Bloom and Brooks Levitt, The 
three will canvass every show in New York, 
making arrangements for talks to be made at 
each performance, either by a member of the 
cast or by a special speaker if the cast does 
not produce oratorical caliber. 

Each city of the United States will be 
equally well looked after during the week if 
the well-laid plans of the central committee 
are adhered to. The entire country’s the- 
atrical machinery is to be turned over for the 
week to patriotic service, and so enthusiastic 
was the Tuesday meeting, and so competent 
are the classes represented to reach the thon- 
sands of theater patrons if concerted effort is 
resorted to that tremendous success is spelled 
before the campaign opens. If the well-laid 
plans of the men who are instituting the 
movement are materialized not a theater in 
the United States which is open this week 
will omit Liberty Loan talks from the stage.

been most wonderfully enriched. In Porto Rico 


every child of good family is taught to play 
the piano, and quite often the violin also. The 
Hon. Martin Travieso, vice-governor of the 


island, is quoted as saying that there are more 
agnateur pianists among Porto Ricans than in 
any other place of the same population. This 
musical tendency is possibly due to the old 
Spanish ancestry of the island, for it is a 
well known fact that the seft dulcet crooning 
of the street venders as they hawk their wares 
is a musical symphony in itself.

Not so long ago there was much 
talk in the East and not a little ap- 
prehension over the way the West was 
taking the war. According to some 
of the Eastern papers God’s country 
“had not awakened to the fact that 
we were at war,” others that should 
have known better charged that the 
West was “lukewarm” and the sen- 
sational and irresponsible sheets did 
not hesitate to charge it with unpa- 
triotism. 


Reports compiled May 16 answer 
the charges fully and finally. 


The West’s lead in enlistments is 
so great that the East is left trailing 
in the dust at the tag-end of the pro- 
cession. 

As one Western paper puts it, ‘All 
in all, the great, the warm, the stout, 
pulsing heart of America is in the 


West, and the East is full of dead 
men’s bones.” 
Only one Eastern State is in the 


first twenty, only two in the first 
twenty-five, even German Wisconsin 
leads Virginia, New Hampshire, South 
Carolina, Delaware, Vermont and 
Maryland. 

The five States making the poorest 
showing in enlistments are all East- 
ern. 

The ten States making the best 
showing are all Western. 

The East’s solicitude about the pa- 
triotism of the West is not only im- 
pertinent, but laughable. 

And the profession is making a 
showing to be proud of. We are try- 
ing hard to collect, arrange and clas- 
sify the figures, but they are away 
ahead of us and getting a further lead 
daily. 

The disbandment of Roosevelt's 
volunteers messed us up badly and en- 
tailed a world of correspondence and 
revision, but as soon as this task is 
finished we will begin to gain once 
more.

Union Depot and Capitol — Richmond, 

Va., a Banner Stand 


Washington, D. C., June 2.—Under the big 
white dome of the nation’s capitol, within a 
stone’s throw of the Senate chamber, where im- 
portant events are now transpiring, the Con T. 
Kennedy Shows will pitch their tents next week. 
It is the master stroke of genius, and, while it 
took time, as all such things require, too much 
-eredit cannot be given General Agent A. H, 
Barkley, who was ably assisted by Thomas Grant 
of the Washington Chamber of Commerce. To 
complete the wonderful plans it was necessary 
to secure the permission of Vice-President 
Thomas A. Marshall and Speaker Champ Clark of 
the Senate to secure the location. That's what 
everyone will call going some, and ‘Uncle’ 
Barkley put it over and clamped it down. 


From all indications, viewed from any stand- 
point, it is going to be an exceptionally good 
week, with favorable weather. The Canfederate 
Veterans will meet in this city next week, thou- 
sunds of young men from all parts of the coun- 
try are being drilled at Ft. Meyer, and the 
amusement seekers have never hefore had a 
carnival at their front door. The shows will be 
located on a large piece of ground, directly be- 
tween the Union Depot and the Capitol, with 
every street car in the city going right by the 
entrance. It was a wonderful piece of manage- 
ment thruout, especially when it is remembered 
that this took place in the District of Columbia, 
which abounds with red tape, more so than any

CINCINNATI SPEEDWAY 


Ruth Law, Baxter Adams and Billie Kuhl Perform 
Daring Stunts Before an Audience of 50,000-- 
Miss Law To Make Continental Flight in 


Behalf of Liberty 


Bond Campaign 


Probably the greatest exhibition of aviation 
held in recent years was that given Decoration 
Day at the Cincinnati Speedway, when Ruth 
Law, Baxter Adams and Billie Kuhl looped, 
dipped and performed various other stunts be- 
fore an admiring throng of 50,000 people. 

The aviation exhibitions were held in con- 
junction with the 250-mile automobile race, in 
which participated the leading race drivers of 
the country. 

Each of the aviators made two flights, one 
at 10 a.m. and one at 1 p.m. While the flying 
exhibitions were considered only a sidelight to 
the big automobile race there is no question but 
more publicity was accorded this end of the 
entertainment than the race itself, Miss Law, 
in particular, coming in for front-page stories 
in every paper in the city for several days 
previous to the exhibitions, while Thursday's 
dailies devoted almost as much space to the avia- 
tion end as to the automobile race results. 

Fully fifty per cent of the crowd was on hand 
for the morning flights, indicating that the avia- 
tion stunts at least split even with the $25,000 
automobile race as a drawing card, as_ this 
latter event was started at 2 p.m.

trenches, for that man in the trench must be fed 
and properly cared for. Here is your supreme 
duty. Keep the flag flying everywhere; induce 
your friends and countrymen to raise everything 
possible as a surplus. 

**We are looking this year to the largest exhibit 
at the East Alabama Fair ever made, because we 
already have waged our campaign, and are now 
doing it, in a propaganda for increased farm out- 
put of everything a Southern farm will grow,

Henry R. Thornton writes from Pasadena, Cal.: 
“Have been an interested reader of your column 
for the past six months, and am taking the 
liberty of asking a few questions of some of 
your readers. In the first place, everyone knows 
that some of the moving picture concerns who 
make a specialty of producing Western pictures 
in which many of the characters are supposed to 
be stockmen, cowpunchers, etc., boast in their 
advertising matter that some of their actors, 
and, in some cases, their directors, are real ex 
cowpunchers, etc. Why, then, do they insist on 
dressing these characters to resemble a cowboy 
such as one would see at an Eastern masquerade 
ball. Why is the leading cowboy (7?) generally 
seen up close to the camera, with a half-sick 
look on his face as the ‘girl’ walks away ‘with 
the other fellow?” Why do about one-half of the 
‘cowboys’ on the screen usually mount a horse 
either from the wrong side or else grab the can 
tle with the right hand in mounting, and, when 
they do finally get up there, grab the crown of 
their hat to keep it on while they ride down the 
‘trail’ about three jumps ahead of the horse? 
Why is it that the other 50 per cent of the 
screen cowboys are seen making what is known 
in the Wild West show business as a ‘pony ex- 
press’ mount? Why the two extremes? Having 
worked on a cow outfit for more than one year, 
to say the least, I myself have had many a 
quiet laugh in the past couple of months. I 
have been in this vicinity listening to some of 
the ‘scary’ cowhand lingo one hears in these 
parts. I would sure like to see some explanation 
regarding these questions in your column from 
someone who knows the Western picture situa- 
tion. Would also like to hear what some real 
stockmen and cowpunchers who are not in the 
film game, but who pay money to see the average 
Western picture, think.”’ 

John Spain—Will you be on the road with a 
show this season? 

Tex McLeod advises that the recent article 
in these columns, which stated that one of Ed- 
die McCarty’s bucking horses over on the Jess 
Willard-Buffalo Bill Wild West Show bucked 
Tex off and that the same horse was snecessfully 
ridden by Buck Moulton the next performance, 
was a mistake—that it was the other way 
around, Moulton being bucked off and Tex riding 
the horse, or, as Tex puts it, vice versa. Tex 
says they have some bucking horses over there 


from Mr. Hall of Missouri that can throw their 
riders, which is more than can be said of the 
McCarty horses as yet. McLeod is chief of the 
cowboys and states that the show has not missed 
= on the performance since taking the 
road. ‘ 

King Dodo, formerly with the Lachman & 
Loos Wild West, has retired from the show 
business, and is at present visiting relatives over 
on the Twin Quarter Circle Ranch, outside of 
Alpine, Tex. He would be glad to hear from 
all friends in care of The Billboard. 

L. F. writes from Tulsa, Ok.: “Jake Heath 
of Pawhuska, Ok., recently came to Tulsa and 
made a deal with Frank Lee for his Wild West 
show canvas. He also bought that notorious 
outlaw bronk from Oklahoma Frank. Heath 
joined Gifford’s Carnival at Skiatook, Ok., and 
opened his show May 3. Jake had a real bunch 
of outlaw ponies here, fresh from the Osage 
Hills. They were sure all full of ‘pep,’ and 
stepped around like a lot of school kids at a 
picnic. Jake said the crowd all remembered 
him from the contest at K. C. in 1916—but that 
the horses did not. When Jake took his seat 
on old ‘Crazy Snake’ he immediately was de- 
posited on the ground, and found himself bug- 
ging a corral post.

—Reviewers Forced To See First Release of

The practice of granting trade showings in 
the projection rooms of the companies and in 
the public rooms built for rental scattered 
over The Times Square neighborhood has in 
the case of four of the most prolific companies 
been completely discontinued. 


No explanation has been offered by the com- 
panies except that more ideal surroundings «are 
fonnd in theaters where the pictures are shown 
before an audience with utter disregard to the 
fallacy of their contention, In the case of 
Universal, which has closed its hand pro- 


cism and the trade press didn’t waste space 
on it. 

‘‘With the break-up of the old program con- 
ditions the exhibitor’s position changed.. He 
could show what he wanted and when he 
wanted it, Trade press criticism rose to the 
occasion and the present high level was at- 
tained. Expert reviewers developed and ex- 
hibitor readers came to swear by their opin- 
ion. Wise managers would not book a_ pic- 
ture until the favorite reviewer had been con- 
sulted. 

“As long as the exhibitor is free to book 
what he wishes trade press criticism will be 
a booking factor. I for one will assist no 
effort to lessen the effectiveness of such criti- 
cism by holding back its publication until the 
release of a picture, I want every exhibitor to 
know the press opinion of Thanhouser-Pathe 
pictures long enough before release day to book 
them.”’ 


States and that it was his belief that the film 
had been financed by friends of the German 
Government as a German propaganda to retard 
the recruiting in America, 


Notwithstanding these objections Major Funk- 
houser, with the help of his censor board, issued 
a list of cutouts that would be necessary for 
Mr. Goldstein to make in order to obtain the 
necessary permit. These cutouts were made, 
but the permit was still refused. This predica- 
ment obtained on the night of May 7, when 
thousands of people thronged the lobby of Or- 
chestra Hall trying to secure entrance to the 
theater to witness the picture. 


On Tuesday recourse was taken in the courts 
by Mr. Goldstein's attorneys, who sued for an 
injunction to restrain the city from withholding 
a permit. In the meantime two attorneys were 
dispatched to Washington, D. C., to get a ruling 
from the Government in regard to its attitude 
regarding films relating to stories whose theme 
had to do with American aistory, and The Spirit 
of °76 in particular. Just before the case was 
up for trial before Judge Jesse Baldwin word 
came from the capital that the Government had 
no jurisdiction over the censorship of pictures 
in Chicago and that it knew nothing about The 
Spirit of ’°76. Judge Baldwin ruled that he had 
no jurisdiction, and, altho he desired to grant 
the injunction, was powerless to do so. 

So sure, however, were the attorneys that 
an injuction would be granted they instructed 
Mr. Goldstein to announce the opening for May 
14. Again the newspapers were resorted to, and 
they heralded the fact that The Spirit of ’76 
would positively open on that date. Again a 
large crowd assembled at Orchestra Hall, only to 
be pushed and jostled by policemen, who ordered 
them to disperse.

THE SPIRIT OF '76 


Emerges Safely From Censorship Fight 


Chicago, June 2.—Some two years ago Robert 
Goldstein conceived the idea of producing a 
photoplay with a revolutionary period as its 
background. Surrounded by histories, biographies 
and quantities of notations gathered from every 
available source Mr. Goldstein began writing the 
scenario for the patriotic photo spectacle, The 
Spirit of ’76, which is now entertaining the peo- 
ple of Chicago as no other story has entertained 
them for some time. rm 

The work of transferring the stony to the 
screen began about a year ago, and occupied 
ten months of unremitting labor. Mr. Goldstein 
took entire charge of the production, engaging 
of people, overseeing the building of sets, design- 
ing of costumes and directing every scene. 

On April 1 of this year he was ready to show 
to the public the result of his labors, and se- 
lected Chicago as the city in which to show 
The Spirit of ’76 for the first time. Giving 
instructions to his manager and press representa- 
tive to spare no expense in acquainting the pub- 
lic with the coming of this new story he de- 
termined to spend the intervening time before 
the announced opening, which was scheduled 
for May 7, in bringing the picture up to the last 
possible degree of efficiency. 

Orchestra Hall was engaged for four weeks, a 
symphony orchestra of fifty engaged under con- 
tract, and a big newspaper campaign started. 
The public of the Windy City were anxiously 
awaiting the opening when a bomb was exploded 
in the midst of the final preparations by Major 
Funkhouser, second deputy superintendent of 
police and movie censor, thru his refusal to 
grant a permit for the showing of the picture 
on the grounds that it was anti-British and

Petition for a writ of mandamus ordering the 
City of Chicago to issue a license for the ex- 
hibition of the picture was immediately filed in 
the Superior Court, and Judge Kavanagh, who 
was to hear the arguments, was invited to view 
the picture. His decision, however, still pro- 
hibited the production of the picture, but not on 
the grounds brought forward by Major Funkbous- 
er. The judge based his decision on a scene in 
the first part, claiming it to be immoral. This 
scene had been subjected to a cutting by Major 
Funkbouser before being shown to the judge, and 
the film people allege it was due to the cut that 
the scene in question became offensive. 


On the day following Judge Kavanagh's de- 
cision Major Funkhouser requested that the pic- 
ture agatn be reviewed by the censor board, with 
the cutouts, as he had previously suggested. 
This was done, and, late that night, he issued 
the necessary permit, after having seen the pic- 
ture five times. Again Mr. Goldstein gave the 
newspapers copy announcing the opening of The 
Spirit of '76 for Monday evening, May 28. 

Newspaper critics and every member of the 
large audience that witnessed the premiere were 
unanimous in its indorsement, and volced their 
sentiments in no uncertain terms. The story 
unfolds the birth of the love of country, and 
shows the stirring days of the founding of the 
Republic down to the present trying times, 

Mr. Goldstein estimates that the three weeks’ 
delay cost him in the. neighborhood of $50,000.

Next appears beneath the flag the latest popular 
slogan which is being used in the campaign: 
“The Bond That Binds Us All."’ This is fol 
lowed by a picture of President Wilson as he 
dictates his historic speech. 

Accompanying the trailer, sent each exhibitor, 
was a letter from William A. Brady, president 
of the National Association of the Motion, Pic- 
ture Industry, which in part is as follows: 

“The sending to you of this trailer was made 
possible only by the enthusiastic suppert given 
the Government by the subeommittee on trailers 
of the National Association's Liberty Loan Com- 
mittee, which is composed of Messrs. Walter W.

“The Government requests that publicity re- 
garding the Liberty Loan shall cease on the 
15th day of June, as subscriptions to the loan 
close at this time: accordingly, this trailer need 
not be shown after that date.’’ 

Slides will also be used to supplement the 
trailers during the next two weeks. These 
slides are distributed thru the courtesy of the 
War Loan Committee of the American Bankers’ 
Association in co-operation with the Liberty 
Loan Committee and the National Association 
of the Motion Picture Industry. 

A letter from R. W. Wooley, director of pub- 
licity, Liberty Loan of 1917, expressing the ap- 
preciation of the Secretary of the Treasury to 
the exhibitors for the co-operation is also en- 
dorsed.

THE BUFFALO BILL MONUMENT 

Ex-President Taeodore Roosevelt recently gave 
uudience in New York to a committee represent- 
ing the Colonel W. F. Cody Buffalo Bill Memorial 
Association of Denver, Col., and the United 
States Boy Scouts’ Buffalo Bill Memorial Fund, 
who jointly requested Colonel Roosevelt to be- 
e@ome an honorary vice-president of the Associa- 
tion and to voice his views and suggestions as to 
the purpose of making the Cody Memorial not 
only national, but international and a worldwide 
tribute to a man whose name will go down in 
histery as the ideal scout, guide, huntsman 
and pioneer of the great West that was. 

Samuel F. Dutton, Chairman of the Visiting 
Committee, representing John W. Springer, presi- 
dent of the Denver Memorial Association, and 
Colonel Louis E. Cooke, treasurer of the United 
States Boy Scouts’ Buffalo Bill Memorial Fund, 
recited that it seemed specially appropriate that 
a monument of heroic size and importance should 
mark the spot where Colonel Cody’s remains 
are to rest, and this selection he was generous 
enough to leave to the wishes of his friends and 
the public. To this end it was determined that 
some lofty peak, midway on the continent, easily 
accessible from all points, should be selected, 
and the officials and citizens of Denver, Col., 
where he passed away, not only tendered a plot 
on Lookout Mountain, atop one of its most con- 
spicuous peaks, but offered to become the custo- 
dian of the Colonel’s last resting place. 

An outline of this comprehensive proposition 
embraces a Memorial monument, the hase of 
which sbali be the highest and most practical ob- 
servation point in Denver’s Mountain Park, to be 
renamed Mount Cody, upon which shall be 
erected a mausoleum, the interior of which will 
contain the tomb of Buffalo Bill’s earthly re- 
mains, as well as the trappings, relics, rare 
paintings, personal souvenirs, gifts and collec- 
tions during bis eventful life. 

Symbolical groups of statues illustrating epi- 
sodes in his life’s history of the frontier will 
flank each corner of the monument, while suitable 
frieze pieces of white marble will serve to dec- 
orate the exterior as a foundation upon which 
will rest a heroic equestrian statue of the old 
scout in the hey-day of his youth while guiding 
and guarding military commands and expeditions 
in the Western wilds. 

Colonel Roesevelt replied as follows: 

“I am glad to serve as one of the honorary 
vice-presidents of the Colonel W. F. Cody 
Memorial Association, and only regret that my 
work at this time is such that I am wholly un- 
able to take any active part in forwarding the 
purpose of the Association. 

“Buffalo Bill was one of the most renowned 
of those men, steel-thewed and _ iron-nerved, 
whose daring progress opened the great West 
to settlement and civilization. His name, like 
that of Kit Carson, will always be associated 
with the old adventurous ploneer days of hazard 
and hardship when the great plains and the 


Mountain, near Denver, Colo. 


Rocky Mountains were won for our race. It is 
eminently fit to commemorate his gallant, pic- 
turesque and most useful career by such a monu- 
ment as you propose, and it seems to me pe- 
culiarly appropriate to erect this monument on a 
lofty peak like ‘Lookout Mountain, the neighbor- 
hood of which to the city of Denver renders it 
easy of access to all our people—for Buffalo Bill 
was an American of Americans and his memory 
should be dear to all Americans, for he embodied 
those traits of courage, strength and self-reliant 
hardihood which are vital to the well-being of 
our nation. I trust the best sculptors in America 
will be consulted as to the monument.” 

The memorial fund was originally conceived 
and started by the United States Boy Scouts—

Acting on the suggestions of the various com 
mittees Colonel Louis E. Cooke, of the Unite: 
States Boy Scouts, communicated at once with 
Mrs. Wm. F. Cody, and her daughter, Mrs. Irma 
Cody-Garlow, to secure their views in the matter. 
Colonel Cooke for over thirty years has enjoyed 4 
most intimate friendship with the Cody family. 
He not only was largely instrumenta! in fash 
ioning the great Wild West Exhibition and pj 
loting it thruout its worldwide travels, but he 
probably stood closer to the late Buffalo Bill's 
ideals than any man alive. To Mrs. Cody and 
his sister, ‘““May’’ Cody-Decker, he outlined the 
entire plan of a monumental testimonial—its jo 
cation and environments. His ideas were molded 
into concrete form. To this end Colonel Cooke 
submits for approval the accompanying design, 
in the hope that it will stimulate a nationwide 
interest among the best artists and sculptors in 
America that they may offer suggestions, some 
thing bigger and better if possible. 

The monument is to be placed at the end of 
the Lariat Trail, atop Lookout Mountain in 
Denver—tbe spot overlooking Buffalo Bill's wost 
loved lands, the Western prairies that were. 
No expense will be spared, nothing left undone 
to make the mausoleum a fitting tribute to the 
memory of the gtand old scout—the last of his 
compatriots. 

This monument is especially designed to har- 
monize with its characteristic surroundings, 
which, in its primeval state, shows to begu- 
teous advantage the wondrous handicraft of na- 
ture. The design as illustrated aims to elimi- 
nate the superficial and artificial in architecture 
as exemplified by the ancient artist of Grecian, 
Roman or fluted columns—substituting pilasters 
hewn from solid rock, a replica of the old West- 
ern stone and log cabin style of architecture, 
These columns rest upon a rough base or stumps- 
of uprooted trees and chiseled from native stone 
to serve as supports and ornamental features of 
the building itself, which is also to be con- 
structed from native rock and granite. The 
color scheme will be simple, just as nature 
yields it from the earth—making again a har 
mony of conception with its environs. Each cor- 
ner to be embellished with statues or groups il- 
lustrative of the life and history in its episodal 
progress of Buffalo Bill, 

The building itself will be 45 by 60 feet, 
ground floor space in octagon shape, to avoid any 
square corners, with entrances and exit doors for 
decorative purposes. Here will repose the relics, 
trappings, rare paintings, cups, trophies, per- 
sonal souvenirs and collections from all parts of 
the world, gathered by Colonel Cody thruout his 
eventful career. 

The center of the building will be occupied by 
the sarcophagus itself, wherein for all time wi! 
rest the mortal remains of Buffalo Bill. Tle 
balustrade or railing encircling the tomb is t 
be constructed from polished steel rails taken 
from the tracks of the Union Pacific railroad 
nearest the junction point where the last spike 
was driven, théy binding together with bands of 
steel the union between the East and West. It 
was here that Colonel Cody’s trusty rifle killed 
the buffalo to furnish the food for the workmen 
and win the sobriquet which made him re 
nowned. It Was he who provided the brawn an! 
sinew for the laborers constructing the iron 
trail across the continent. 

Resting on top of the building, which merely 
serves as a base and foundation, will be the 
heroic equestrian statue of the old and famous 
scout. About the horse’s legs and feet will be 
culled from the mountains Cody knew so well. 
the prairie-grass alive and bending to the wind 
from the bad lands that he did so much to re 
claim, and at eitber corner will be seen statues 
depicting the episodes, wigwams and peaceful 
I'fe of the Indian types and characters wit! 
whom he dwelled. 

In blissful peace the remains of Buffalo Bil! 
will rest thru eternity atop Mount Cody, over 
looking the fertile valleys where nature, with 
lavish hand, bas spread the mantle of fertile 
richness—away in the distance stretches the 
bold prairies that intrepid Cody as a boy and 
youth fonght to protect and reclaim for the 
needs, of man. 

The Indian has gone—the buffalo is but a mem: 
ory—the plains no longer covered with shagsey 
prairie grass—tbhe winding river beds no more 
know the steel-shod hoof of a fording pony 
where waste ran rampant on a fenceless desert 
now blossoms the handicraft of man in bomes 
and tall chimneyed furnaces or factories. The 
Fast and West have met on common groun!— 
and merged; yesterday is veiled in the mist of 
retrospection—tomorrow is being heralded by the 
sunshine of progress—in the valleys below the 
merry song of commerce andactivity is hummed 
—aloft on the craggy eminence reposes in quirt 
solitude all that remains of the greatest of = 
frontiersmen—the plainsman hero—the idol © 
America young and old—the late Col. Wm. F. 
Cody—Bnuffalo Bill.

EVENTFUL MEMORIAL DAY 


—— 


Tyrone, Pa., June 2.—Memorial Day in Ty- 
rone was eventful in so far as the cireus and 
theatrical world was concerned, In beautiful 
Grandview Cemetery, lying at the foothills 
of the Alleghenies, are the graves of Barney 
Multany and William Lee. Twenty-four years 
ago Memorial Day, May 30, 1893, Walter L. 
Main’s Circus was passing over the Allegheny 
Mountains from Phillipsburg to a point in the 
western part of Pennsylvania when near Me- 
tann’s Crossing, on the Tyrone division, a spread- 
ing rail wrecked the entire train. Six people 
were killed and fifteen injured, fifty-four trained 
horses were killed and 100 disabled. Imme 
diately wrecking crews were sent to the scene 
and tender hands lifted the killed and injured 
from beneath the wrecked and burning cars. 
Among those killed and not claimed by reta- 
tives were Barney Multany and William Lee. 

Their graves are well taken care of and on 
each mound is planted an American beauty 
rose bush, Every Memorial Day for the past 
twenty-four years beautifyl flowers have been 
placed on the graves in memory of these men. 

On Memorial Day. 1917, Harry Copping*s 
sixteen-ear carnival held sway in Tyrone. Mr. 
Copping very generously placed his band at 
the disposal of Colonel D, M. Jones Post 172, 
G. A. R., and they held the place of honor tx 
the big parade to Grandview as these must- 
clans led the “Boys of ‘61.”’ 

At Grandview Cemetery the members of the 
band and their escort, John Burkett, assent 
bled around the graves of Barney Multany and 
William Lee and held most impressive services. 

After an appropriate selection by Mr. Cop- 
ping’s band, led and directed by Prof. Ruta, 
had been rendered Mr. Burkett delivered a 
splendid address, Following this all joined in 
the Lord’s prayer.

N. Baker, the inventor of the automatic 
calliope, has now perfected qa new war bomh 
in which the bomb can be buried in the ground 
at any place and without any wire or mechan- 
ical connections and which can be placed to 
explode at will at any time within month. 
after it is ‘‘planted.”’ The advantages of this 
new bomb are apparent. With the present 
style bomb it is necessary to explode them 
either by electric wires or time clock; the 
former is easily detected, the latter can only 
be set for a few days and will explode at tne 
set time, which places it at a disadvantage 
as the retreating army does not know at just 
what time the enemy will be over the ground 
planted with the bombs, With Mr. Baker's 
device it is immaterial when the enemy gets 
over the “planted ground;” their location can 
be detected by the reconnoitering trips of the 
air scouts, and at any time the bombs can be 
exploded at a distance of several hundred 
miles by means of some special apparatus de- 
vised by Mr. Baker. 

The War Department already has the speci- 
fications of Mr. Baker’s device, and it is ex- 
pected will act upon this unique contrivance 
immediately.

One of the Best Fairs on Western 


Coast 
—~+—_ 

Chico, Cal., Jane 4.—‘“‘Barring the horse racing 
and big attendance of some, the Butte County 
Spring Exposition is one of the best if not the 
best fuir in California today.’’ Thus spoke a 
well-known carnival man who has made all 
of them in this part of the country. 

Pecullar on account of the time it is open, 
the fair draws more ona fide farmers in a 
given day than any other California fair during 
a week. The fair is held under large circus 
tents, and this year the directors had nearly 
every stitch of canvas of large size that could 
be procured in the State on account of the large 
number of exhibits entered. 

Notable among the departments was the size 
of the hog exhibit which was larger then that 
of any previous fair in California. 

According to President A. G. Eames it cost 
25 per cent more to put it over this season, the 
exhibits were more numerous by about 30 per 
cent, attendance was about 20 per cent greater, 
but income was not quite up the proportion 
of attendance and expense. 

The fair is the work of a group of five men. 
“When you appoint a committee of thirty four 
or five of them have to do all the work,” said 
Eames, “‘so we decided at the start to have a 
committee of five and all of them working.” 

All the trade boards of the county are repre- 
sented and many from other counties, including 
Alameda. Ed B. Ward, secretary of the Oro- 
ville Chamber of Commerce, and the man who 
has always been responsible for the Oroville 
Orange, Olive and Citrus Fair, which is held 
each winter, was in personal charge of the 
Oroville exhibit.

pation was not gone. Came the picture ang 
the actor enjoyed celebrity such ag he had not 
known before, 

And now comes the summer, that long period 
of unemployment that once inspired belated 
thrift as the season drew to.a close. No 
longer do we suffer with the actor in his silent 
brooding over mounting board bills. Instead 
we chuckle at his querulous complaints of early 
rising and the long trudge from the end of 
the trolley line to the studio. A wonderfu 
refuge, the picture, for the helpless, the hap- 
less and the improvident. 

Why should the manager complain if the 
actor who feels his personality slighted in the 
managerial publicity campaign hires an indi- 
vidual press agent? 

The actor who asked this question can find 
the answer in his own experience. He had 
argued that his individual press agent had se. 
cured several valuable allotments of news- 
paper space in which the manager's attraction 
was favorably noticed, And the circulation of 
the story that almost resulted in the actor's 
dismissal from the company contained nothing 
but sober fact which the manager was about 
to make public anyway, and which he could 
not have made public more effectively through 
his regular channels of publicity. 

The point was this, however. The mana- 
ger was not yet ready to inform the country 
that his attraction was ending its New York 
season and going on tour. If it went well on 
tour he was considering the advisability of 
sending out more than one company and had 
no desire of attaching the name of any mem- 
ber of the cast to the venture. Consequently 
when a stack of clippings reached his desk 
containing the premature announcement of the 
road tour there was an explosion, 


A managerial press campaign is usually 
pretty well mapped out, Points are stressed 
and accentuated in the belief that they will 
assist in building business. The space within 
easy reach of every. press agent is limited 
and the principal moves in the prearranged 
plan are made in that available space. If an 
outsider steps in and grabs any of that easily 
acquired space it makes it so much harder to 
plant the strategic outline for the regular 
campaign. 

Again, members of a company cannot very 
well discriminate between the results of the 
endeavors of the managerial press agent and 
the man hired by the individual for personal 
exploitation. If there is a lack of balance 
there is likely to be dissatisfaction, friction, 
animosity, 

The actor in the legitimate attraction should 
consider himself a cog in a machine and 
should rely more or less exclusively upon the 
ability of the manager to operate that machine 
to its greatest advantage as a whole and thus 
for the benefit of all its component parts. If 
he lacks faith let him seek a place in an- 
other machine. Meanwhile, if he employs ap 
individual press agent let him see to it that 
that press agent steers clear of the ficlds fn 
which the company campaign is waged and 
devotes himself to mediums not ordinarily ap- 
proached. 

For the actor not under contract but seeking 
managerial attention, for the vaudevillian and 
for the picture-player hopping from producer 
to producer and keeping his salary up to the 
seventh heaven, the individual press agent can 
render splendid service. But the press agent 
engaged in upsetting working proportions and 
disseminating unofficial news may do his client 
harm.
